For the studv to be comprehensive enoueh to 
mea ningful in formula ting sta te policy on drugs, 
it will ha ve to be exha ustive a nd the investiga ­ 
tive tea m will need the full coopera tion of other 
Ohioa ns. 
• This is especia ’lv true of school officia ls a nd 
la w enforcement personnel. 
In the pa st, some school officia ls ha ve felt it 
best to minimize drug problems under their ju­ 
risdiction. With the ba cking of police dena rt- 
ments or sheriff’s offices, a uthorities tended to 
keep the wra ps on drug ca ses a nd work through 
fa milies to control it. 
In some a rea s of the sta te, the use of drugs 
ha s now become wid^prea d in spite of educa ­ 
tiona l efforts in schools on the effects of na rcot­ 
ics use. 


Open solicita tion occurs in schools beca use it 
is a na tura l ma rketpla ce beca use of the concen­ 
tra tion of students a nd their na tura l curiosity. 


THE ST.ME’S INTEREST in na rcotics is 
twofold. It is believed tha t drug use ma y be 
linked to a s much a s 50 per cent of Ohio’s 
crime. In a ddition, the sta te would like to sa ve 
a s ma ny a s possible from the horrors of a n a d­ 
dict’s life with preventa tive steps. 
It wa s encoura ging tha t the governor’s ca ll 
for the study wa s open-ended in tha t mention 
wa s ma de of reha bilita tion centers for those 
hooked on drugs if the survey shows such a 
need. 
The study is timely a nd should provide some 
a nswers to a pressing, puzzling problem.

Slx high school seniors from Clevela nd, four 
boys a nd two girls, went to Wa shington this 
week in the interest of fighting nollution of 


la kes a nd rivers — including La ke Erie. 
They took with them a petition bea ring 13.000 
signa tures urging Congress to sta rt a cra ^ pro­ 
gra m to sa ve tza ke Erie. For tbey pointed out 
to the House of Repreisenta tives’ Public Works 
Committee tha t the “ minimum life expecta ncy” 
of La ke Erie is five yea rs a t the present ra te of 


pollution. 


THE STUDENTS, who displa yed a considera ­ 
ble knowledge of pollution, won pra ise from 
some members of the committee for exercising 
the right of petition. 
One congressma n a lso pra ised them for show­ 
ing the public a n exa mple of ti» “ ma jority” of 
toda y’s youth in contra st to the mlltta nt demon­ 
stra tors who jffe “ domg the wrong things a t the 
right time.” 
The studerttis. with a very legitima te concern 
— the condition of the la kes, rivers a nd 
strea ms which will rema in a fter the older gen­ 
era tion h gone — a re using the democra tic pro­ 
cedures of representa tive government to get 
something done a bout it. They must be a ppla ud­ 


ed vigorously for their concern, their a ttitude 
a nd their efforts.

The News 
Conference 


W.ASHINGTON — Millions of persona who 
hea rd President Nixon ta lk during his televised 
news conference Tuesda y night mu.st ha ve won­ 
dered if he ha d memoriz.ed the a nswers In a d­ 
va nce or if they were impromptu a nd “ off the 
cuff.” 
The session wa s indeed unique a nd a n un­ 
precedented confronta tion between the press 
a nd a president of the United Sta tes who ha d 
just returned from a broa d. It la sted 55 minutes 
— the longest televised news conference ever 
held a t the White House. 
Subject.s of such grea t importa nce in interna ­ 
tiona l a ffa irs — directly rela ted to the pea ce of 
the world — were covered so fully tha t it is na it- 
iira l for curiosity to be expressed a s to how Mr. 
Nixon ha d tra ined him.self for the occa sion. 


FOR UNQUESTIONABLY it wa s a mokSt un­ 
usua l news conference—comprehensive a nswers 
delivered in a lmost perfect synta x a nd with 
clea r-cut sta tements on issues of fa r-rea ching 
significa nce. 
Prepa ra tion for the conference on Mr. Nix­ 
on’s pa rt ca n be sa id rea lly to ha ve sta rted 
nea rly 10 da ys before he left for Europe. He 
insisted on one of the most intensive series of 
briefing.« on foreign a ffa irs ever a rra nged for a 
president. 
Five thick volumes of ba ckground pa pws 
were compiled by the Sta te Depa rtment a bout 
the five countries which the President wa s to 
visit. Another volume covered NATO a nd rela t­ 
ed Europea n problems. 
Mr. Nixon rea d every word of these docu­ 
ments a nd spent long hours studying them a t 
ni^ t. Also, there wa s a specia l briefing a it the 
Penta gon for the President, a nd every da y for a 
full week White Hou.se a ides from the Na tiona l 
Security Council contributed more briefings. 
All this prepa ra tion, of course, wa s not de­ 
signed only for the President’s meeting with the 
press. It wa s his mea a s of studying up for the 
ta lks scheduled wi!h the lea ders of the Europe­ 
a n countries. 
It ena bled the Pre.sident to discuss a va riety 
of topics in the five ca nita ls which he visited 
Th(‘ fra nk excha nges with foreign lea ders which 
took pla ce during his trip a lso sha rpened the 
President’s mind for the news cixiference. 


MR. NIXON REALIZED before his depa rture 
for Europe tha t he would ha ve to expla m a nd 
report on his mission to the America n people 
when he returned home. It ha d been pla nned in 
a dva nce tha t he would ma ke his television pres­ 
enta tion on Tliursda y night, four da ys a fter he 
w'a s ba ck in Wa shington. 
But when he went to his office Monda y, he 
decided the news conference should be held the 
very next da y beca use of the element of timeli­ 
ness. 
Also, he wa nted to a nswer questions while his 
mind wa s filled with the subject a nd not a fter 
he ha d become a bsorbed in meetings tha t would 
be held during the week inside the government. 
But how did Mr Nixon get rea dv for the 
questions them.« elves. a s a ll of the la tter were 
sponta neously a sked** He a nd his a ides could, of 
course, ea sily predict beforeha rwl wha t would 
be the subjects on wliich news would be sought 
bv the pre.ss. 
Aides sa y tha t the President did not memo­ 
rize his opening sta tement or his replies to the 
questions which he wa s sure would be put to 
him. He did, however, prepa re a few guidelines 
for his opening sta tement a nd for a nswers to 
» vrta in questions, a nd committed some of these 
to memory. 
As one a ssista nt put it, ’“ Mr. Nixon never 
memorizes words or phra ses but (toes memo­ 
rize topics a nd idea s ” 
Flven so, the performa nce wa s skillful. For 
the President ha d to pa ra phra se wha t the hea ds 
of sla te ha d sa id in persona l meetings with him 
a nd vet do it in « uch a diploma tic wa y a s not to 
brea k confidences 


.MR. NIXON’S televised news conference wa s 
unquestiona bly one of the most informa tive 
since the device wa s origina ted This wa s due 
prima rily to the deen studv he ha d ma de of 
current is'ues but he disnla ved a ma sterful ta l 
ent in di.sclosing some significa nt idea s ba sifl 
on wha t the hea ds of sta te a broa d ha d sa id to 
him. 
The President felt, »if course, tha t a t his 
Tuesday nieht news conterence—ca rried na tion­

Ea st Liverpool R eview 
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Drug Study Is Timely 


Ohio Atty. Gen. Paul W Brown, acting on or­ 
ders from Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, is planning 
to investigate drug traffic in the state. 
The governor wants Mr. Brown to find out 
the “ who, where and when” of drug use and 
the “how” of stopping it and treating addicts. 


GOV. 
RHODES is concerned, along 
with 
many of his constituents, about the “rapidly 
growing” narcotics problem and reports from 
ex nerts indicating “ the problem is moving from 
colleges into high schools and even into grade 
schools.” 
The attorney general has a formidable task 
because the governor wants answers that range 
from how to crack down on pushers to how to 
help the youngster just starting on the road that 
leads to the life of a junkie. 
For the studv to be comprehensive enoueh to 
meaningful in formulating state policy on drugs, 
it will have to be exhaustive and the investiga­ 
tive team will need the full cooperation of other 
Ohioans. 
' This is especially true of school officials and 
law enforcement personnel. 
In the past, some school officials have felt it 
hest to minimize drug problems under their ju­ 
risdiction. With the backing of police denart- 
ments or sheriff’s offices, authorities tended to 
keep the wraps on drug cases and work through 
families to control it. 
In some areas of the state, the use of drugs 
has now become wid&spread in spite of educa­ 
tional efforts in schools on the effects of narcot­ 
ics use. 


Open solicitation occurs in schools because it 
is a natural marketplace because of the concen­ 
tration of students and their natural curiosity. 


THE STATE’S INTEREST in narcotics is 
twofold, It is believed that drug use may be 
linked to as much as 50 per cent of Ohio’s 
crime. In addition, the state would like to save 
as many as possible from the horrors of an ad­ 
dict's life with preventative steps. 
It was encouraging that the governor’s call 
for the study was open-ended in that mention 
was made of rehabilitation centers for those 
hooked on drugs if the survey shows such a 
need. 
The study is timely and should provide some 
answers to a pressing, puzzling problem.

Young Pollution Fighters 


Six high school seniors from Cleveland, four 
boys and two girls, went to Washington this 
week in the interest of fighting pollution of 
lakes and rivers — including Lake Erie 
They took with them a petition bearing 13.000 
signatures urging Congress to start a crash pro­ 
gram to save Lake Erie For they pointed out 
to the House of Representatives’ Public Works 
Committee that the “minimum life expectancy” 
of Lake Erie is five years at the present rate of 
pollution. 


THE STUDENTS, who displayed a considera­ 
ble knowledge of pollution, won praise from 
some members of the committee for exercising 
the right of petition. 
One congressman also praised them for show­ 
ing the public ar example of the “majority” of 
today’s youth in contrast to the militant demon­ 
strators who are “doing the wrong things ait the 
right time.” 
The students, with a very legitimate concern 
— the condition of the lakes, rivers and 
streams which will remain after the older gen­ 
eration is gone — are using the democratic pro­ 
cedures of representative government to get 
something done about it. They must be applaud­ 


ed vigorously for their concern, their attitude 
and their efforts. 
The .students did make demands of the law­ 
makers but they did not threaten sit-ins or any 
form of violence if their demands (actually pe­ 
titions) are not met. 
They ask for more stringent controls over pol­ 
lution, more research and crash programs to 
save other water resources as well as Lake 
Erie. 
They lashed out at “ big business” as the 
greatest offender against public property, and 
criticized local governments for allegedly favor­ 
ing private profit over public interest. 


THE STUDENTS had a specific suggestion 
for the congressmen. They told them that if 
Congress would provide federal funds to match 
Cleveland’s 
recent 
$I00-million 
antipollution 
bond issue on a 9-to-l ratio, as is the case in 
highway construction, “the Lake Erie problem 
could be coped with meaningfully.” 
One of the students, a 17-year-old girl, asked 
the lawmakers a question to which there hardly 
can be an affirmative answer: 
“Is it your right to hand down to us contami­ 
nated lakes and rivers that are obviously detri­ 
mental to the ecological balance of our environ­ 
ment?” 


Concorde Sparks Mixed Emotion! 


Oddly enough, the successful maiden flight of 
the British-French supersonic airliner, the Con­ 
corde. has been greeted with mixed emotions in 
Britain 
The two countries have been at odds over the 
plane’s development most of the time since the 
idea was officially conceived in November 1962 
Technical problems have been plentiful and 
costs have spiraled to more than $17 billion 
Britain, operating for many months at the 
austerity level, has wanted out of the deal for a 
long time. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Roy Jenkins 
once flew to Paris with everv intention of kill­ 
ing the project but the French threat of a $600 
million breach of contract sui cooled him off. 


The London Daily Mail reported last month 
that a secret caucus of the Labor cabinet had 
agreed that if an opportunity presented itself. 
the Concorde must be scrapped 
It was believed that early test flights would 
prove the plane unfit for its task of carrying 130 
passengers at 1 300 m p h . and it would auto­ 
matically disqualify itself. 
On the other hand, if the plane is a success, 
advance orders would insure Britain a cut of a 
$3-billion pie—and the British could very well 
use it 
Britain doesn’t know whether to hope the oth­ 
er tests will he failures so they can cot out of 
the deal and give the French a black eve. or 
hope for success so rhev will get some badly 
needed foreign currency in the next few years. 


New Industry Is Spawned 


For quite some time now the oceans have 
been ballyhooed as great providers of food in 
the future. The potential of the seas to feed the 
hungry of the world has been spoken of in glow­ 
ing terms. 
One of the new forms of extracting food from 
the oceans is known as mariculture (sea farm­ 
ing). It won endorsement in principle at a 
meeting in Panama City. Fla., of people inter­ 
ested in marine environment. 


CONVENED BV' the Florida Development 
Commission, the panelists suggested that legis­ 
lative guidelines be created with respect to how 
each mariculture project be established and 
monitored. 
Prof. Carl Oppenheimer of Florida State Uni­ 
versity described the concept of growing and 
harvesting sea animals prized as food as “an 


exciting new industry which can serve man­ 
kind.” 
One firm, alreadv engaged in shrimn farming 
at Panama City, wants to expand by leasing 
5 OOO acres in St Andrew Sound. It would then 
li e chemicals to clear tile area of predator 
fish, fence it in and raise shrimp in the .shallow 
water of the sound. 


CONTROL SEEMS mandatory. Otherwise the 
entire coast, where the water was the proper 
depth could become ocean “farmland.” Per­ 
haps oysters, scallops and crabs would become 
the next scientifically raised and harvested 
crops. 
The prospects are truly exiting, not only for 
the United States but for many of the develop­ 
ing nations of the world with sea frontage. 
Sea farming may well become a giant indus­ 
try of the future. But it is imperative to get it 
started off properly and in good order.

A New Weapon For I mons 


ST. LOUIS — Inside labor, this may well be 
the year of the seafarer — meaning Paul Hall, 
the sailors’ leader who knows that in a war, at 
some strategic moment, there is a place for 
sailing ships and baling hooks 
despite our missile modernitv. 
When the AFL-CIO’s lead­ 
ers go warring on the organ­ 
izing front, or any front, they 
turn to Mr. Hall, open-shirted, 
necktieless president of the 
Seafarers’ International 
Un­ 
ion 
Since the war is on, Paul 
Hall has looked closely at la­ 
bor’s arsenal of weapons, old 
Victor Riesel 
and new, and has pulled out an old club indeed 
— the boycott. This will be the new pressure 
tactic. 
Having gathered dust almost since George M 
sang “Give My Regards to Broadway” (except 
for a trial use against grape growers), the boy­ 
cott technique now will be refurbished and “re­ 
fined.” 
Behind it. if Mr. Hall and his recently re­ 
vamped and expanded AFL-CIO Committee on 
Organization are successful, will be 14 million 
families. That much pressure can blow the lid 
off any industry. And Mr. Hall is a lid-blower 
and people-mover. He is second only to the 39- 
year-old eoaldiggers’ president emeritus, John 
L Lewis, in tactical skill and the understanding 
of power plays. 


FOR ALMOST A YEAR NOW, Paul Hall s re­ 
vitalized national organizing committee has 
been meeting quietly, eying, but not foot racing, 
the auto union-teamsters Alliance for Labor 
Action 
Now Hall’s commitiee is ready to 
move, methodically and scientifically, before 
the ALA can get off the ground. 
There will he no sweeping drives such as the 
steel and auto industrywide campaigns and sit- 
ins which stirred the thirties. But the strategy 
is to make the offensives glacierlike as the or­ 
ganizing legions begin rolling 
The national organization committee will move 
rn two fronts. First, it will make certain that 
the war which Walter Reuther and the Team­ 
sters’ Frank Fitzsimmons started in this gate­ 
way city doesn’t crack any AFL-CIO unions It 
was here that the Alliance tried futilely to raid 
♦ he giant Machinists union jurisdiction over 22,- 
OOd workers at the McDonnell Douglas phantom 
jet plant. The ALA used everything from tele­ 
vision spots to free whisky The Mochris*s stood 
them off. Both sides silent money as though it 
came from Coin's theatrical warehouse. It ran 
to some $600,000. 
On the second front. Paul Hall’s committee 
will go after public emnloves, southern workers 
and 'killed technicians and engineers. 
That’s where the strategists r ’nort thp great­ 
est pro-union sentiment 
If successful, 
this 
means the enrollment of hundreds of thousands 
of men and women at both ends of the salary 
spectrum. 


THOUGH THERE WILL not be specific 
drives for black, Mexicarv-American and Puerto 
Rican workers, it is inevitable that they’ll be 
sought during any municipal employes unioniza­ 
tion drive. 
Remember the Memphis garbage collectors* 
strike of a year ago The late Rev. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. flew into the city because the 
strikers were predominantly black. 
Remember the AFL-CIO State, County and 
Municipal Employes strike of New' York State’s 
mental hospitals. There too the bulk of the 
workers are black and Puerto Rican 
And as Hall’s committee, backing up his 
close friend, Jerry Wurf, militant president of 
the municipal employes federation, heads South 
and Southwest, they’ll reach for more and ever 
more Negro city workers, and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Mexican-Americans. 
Then, way at the other end of the “system.” 
other organizing units will go after the white 
collar people — the engineers, the technicians, 
the scientists, the “workers” of the new moon- 
era technology. 


THERE WILL BE the usual unionization ap­ 
peals. But Paul Hall’s new boycott technique — 
yet to be unveiled — will be dramatic and prob­ 
ably effective. Count on this “ seafaring” man 
who replaced Mr. Reuther as AFL-CTO organiz­ 
ing chief Win n the Detroiter took a walk out of 
the big labor federation.

They’re also ready to roll. But as Paul Hall 
says, there's nothing like J) good brisk organiz­ 
ing war.

The News 
Conference 


WASHINGTON — Millions of persona who 
heard President Nixon talk during his televised 
news conference Tuesday night must have won­ 
dered if he had memorized the answers In ad­ 
vance or if they were impromptu and “off the 
cuff.” 
The session was indeed unique and an un­ 
precedented confrontation between the press 
and a president of the United Stales who had 
just returned from abroad. It lasted 55 minutes 
— the longest televised news conference ever 
held at the White House. 
Subjects of such great importance in interna­ 
tional affairs — directly related to the peace of 
the world — were covered so fully that it is nat­ 
ural for curiosity to be expressed as to how Mr. 
Nixon had trained himself for the occasion. 


FOR UNQUESTIONABLY it was a most un­ 
usual news conference—comprehensive answers 
delivered in almost perfect syntax and with 
clear-cut statements on issues of far-reaching 
significance. 
Preparation for the conference on Mr. Nix­ 
on’s part can be said really to have started 
nearly IO days before he left for Europe. He 
insisted on one of the most intensive series of 
briefings on foreign affairs ever arranged for a 
president. 
Five thick volumes of background papers 
were compiled by the State Department about 
the five countries which the President was to 
visit. Another volume covered NATO and relat­ 
ed European problems. 
Mr. Nixon read every word of these docu­ 
ments and spent long hours studying them at 
night. Also, there was a special briefing af the 
Pentagon for the President, and every day for a 
full week White House aides from the National 
Security Council contributed more briefings. 
All this preparation, of course, was not de­ 
signed only for the President’s meeting with the 
press. It was his means of studying up for the 
talks scheduled with the leaders of the Europe­ 
an countries. 
If enabled the President to discuss a variety 
of topics in the five capitals which he visited 
The frank exchanges with foreign leaders which 
took place during his trip also sharpened the 
President’s mind for the news conference. 


MR. NIXON REALIZED before his departure 
for Europe that he would have to explain and 
report on his mission to the American people 
when he returned home. It had been planned in 
advance that he would make his television pres­ 
entation on Thursday night, four days after he 
was back in Washington. 
But when he went to his office Monday, he 
decided the news conference should be held the 
very next day because of the element of timeli­ 
ness. 
Also, he wanted to answer questions while his 
mind was filled with the subject and not after 
he had become absorbed In meetings that would 
be held during the week inside the government. 
But how did Mr Nixon get readv for the 
questions themselves, as all of the latter were 
spontaneously asked*’ He and his aides could, of 
course, easily predict beforehand what would 
he the subjects on which news would be sought 
by the press. 
Aides say that the President did not memo­ 
rize his opening statement or his replies to the 
questions which he was sure would he put to 
him. He did, however, prepare a few guidelines 
for his opening statement and for answers to 
'vrtain questions, and committed some of these 
to memory. 
As one assistant put it. ’“Mr, Nixon never 
memorizes words or phrases hut does memo­ 
rize topics and ideas ” 
Even so. the performance was skillful. For 
the President had to paraphrase what the heads 
of state had said in personal meetings with him 
and vet do it in «uch a diplomatic way as not to 
break confidences. 


MR. NIXON’S televised news conference was 
unquestionable one of the most informative 
since the device was originated This was due 
primarily to the deep study he had made of 
current issues but he displayed a masterful tai 
ent in disclosing some significant ideas basad 
on what the heads of state abroad had said to 
him. 
The President felt, of course, that at his 
Tuesday nicht news conference-carried nation­ 
wide on television and radio—he was talking 
not just to the newsmen gathered in the Easit 
Room of the White Hoi.se but to the American 
people as a whole and also to the peoples of Eu- 
rone. Asia Latin America and Africa. 
For American policy todav has a direct bear­ 
ing on almost everv country because of a uni­ 
versal obligation to maintain peace in the 
world.

The Occupational Work Experience course, known as OWE, 
is taught bv Harry Brown and has 22 students They are re­ 
quired to complete all subjects demanded by the state and 
local board of education- for example. American History, 
three years of English, math, health, economics and govern­ 
ment. 


Half the day is devoted to the classroom for these required 
subjects, and the rem ainder of the day is spent on the job. 
The program merely substitutes for electives normally car­ 
ried by juniors and seniors, such as psychology, sociology, 
industrial arts, music, or art. 


East Liverpool has the only two-year cooperative program 
in the state.
